GREAT NORTHERN’S CASE

There will be no strike on the 
W abash railroad, at least not for 
thirty day s.

labor organization. 
A N ew Y ork 
dispatch of the 23d say s : 
“ A t the office of the president of 
the W abash sy stem in this city to­ 
day it was said that the complaints 
of the men had been taken under 
adv isement, and an announcement 
would soon be made, which it was 
confidently ex pected would av ert 
all danger of a strike. 
More defi­ 
nite information could not be ob­ 
tained, but the impression 
was 
conv ey ed that at least some con­ 
cessions would be granted to em ­ 
ploy es.” 


Great Northern Labor Trouble. 
Great Northern labor matters, it 
is said, will be definitely settled 
one way or another within two or 
three day s. 
The griev ance committee is un­ 
derstood to be ready to report on 
the trainm en’s ballot and the offi­ 
cials of the road are ready to receiv e 
the report. 
President Hill, Vice President 
J. N . Hill and General Superin­ 
tendent F. E. W ard are in St. 
Paul, the two latter hav ing re­ 
turned from a two weeks’ trip on 
Saturday . 
The officials assert that 
no time for a meeting has been 
fix ed and Uie griev ance committee 
has not y et reported its arriv al. It 
is no longer to be doubted that the 
schedule proposed by Mr. Hill has 
been rejected by an ov erwhelming 
majority .

Boers Hav e Checked the Adv ance of 
the British Army . 


I^ONDON, Jan. 24.— Gen. Bullet’s 
great turning mov ement, of which 
so much has been ex pected, has 
come to a standstill. 
His carefully 
worded message to the war office, 
telling this, after a silence of t ^ o 
day s, reads like an apology and an 
ex planation. 
Gen. W arren holds the ridges, 
but the enemy ’s 
positions 
are 
higher. 
The British artillery is 
play ing on the Boer positions, and 
the Boers are reply ing. 
The Brit­ 
ish infantry is separated by only 


I ^00 y ards from the enemy , but 
All approach to the steep slopes, 
across tlie . are open would ex pose 
the British lo a fatal riile fire. 
Gen, Bullci’s plans hav e reached 
their dev elopirient. 
He declines to 
send his infaiui > across this zone 
against formidable 
positions 
by 
day light, and discloses his purpose 
to assault the Spion kop heights 
during the night. 
This appears to 
be the key to the Boer defenses, 
if he takes it and thus commands 
th'e adjacent country , an important 
and possibly decisiv e step will be 
accomplished. 
It seems that 
General 
Buller’s 
dispatch reached the war office 
rather early in the night and was 
the subject of prolonged conference 
between Lord Lansdowne,Mr. Bal­ 
four and sev eral staff officials. 
A 
determination appears to hav e been 
reached not to giv e out the message 
during the night, but toward 2 a. 
m. copies of tlie 
dispatch were 
made tor distribution among the 
newspaper officers. 
These arriv ed 
too late for ex tended comment. 
The Morning Post and Standard 
touch lightly upon the unpleasant 
features of the dispatch, and take 
hope from the projected night at­ 
tack, but all together considered, 
the dispatch looks like preparation 
for worse news.

The Salt Mines o f Wielickza Hav e a 
Lo ng Histo ry . 
T he mines of Wielickza date back 
; 
to 1 0 4 4 , 
and now have a length of over 
i 
two and three-quarter miles. 
Above 
stands a large gray building, contain­ 
ing the offices of those in charge of the 
‘ . 
mining operations. 
This building is 
interesting 
principally because it 
contains ii large number of caps and 
uniforms won by various roy al per­ 
sons, Austrians and otherwise, who 
ij 
have descended 
into this subter­ 
ranean citv. They are ea ch labeled 
with the name of the visitor and tlie 
day of descent. 
In early times this 
descent was made in a shaft worked by 
horse power^ but a hy draulic lift is 
now in use. 
Some 
visitors prefer, 
however, to descend on long, slanting 
^ stairway s cut in the solid salt. Almost 
I 
blinded by the darkness, and fright- 
I 
ened by the eerie echo of his own foot- 
steps, the visitor first enters some col­ 
ossal chambers hollowed out by the 
laborer in the ordinary course of min- 
i ing after a plan laid down by some 
master mind. 
He almost loses him­ 
self in the ex panse of the Letow ball­ 
ro o m, which, with its mural decora­ 
tio n, illuminated galleries, stalwart 
pillars and shining chandeliers, is in­ 
deed a fit and welcome chamber for 
lo v ers of the dance, 
i 
In its history , which dates back to 
1 75 0 , when it was dedicated to Letow- 
ski, the chief of mines at that time, it 
has witnessed many remarkable gath­ 
ering s. 
These have taken place on 
ro y al visits, or for the entertainment 
o f distinguished guests. 
One end of 
the room is adorned with a colossal 
Austrian eagle and with transparen­ 
cies painted on slabs of salt. In an al- 
= 
co v e at the other end of the room 
stands a throne of green, the cry stals 
. 
of Tvhich flash a green and ruby red. 
I t is on this that the empey or sits 
} 
when he comes'tu the mines. 
The 
\ 
ballroom lies at a distance of 21(3 feet 
below the surface, being the first of 
seven stories in the mine. Three of 
these stories only are open to visitors, 
as they alone contain the marvels vis­ 
itors go to see, and are called ^‘Bono,^’ 
‘Tiaiser Franz,'' and "‘Krzherzog Al- 
I 
brecht," respectively , the last two be­ 
ing named in honor of celebrated 
Austrians. From the scene of gay ety 
and splendor it is but a step to the 
^ o m e of quietude and pray er. Here, 
off one of the main passages, is the 
noted St. Anthony ’s chapel, the re­ 
sort of thousands of the devout since 
- 
it was hewn in 169 8 . The interior is 
, beautified by an altar shovi'ing the 
i Crucifix ion, and on the steps of the 
altar are the forms of two kneeling 
monks. 
On the sides of the chapel 
may be seen smaller altars and statues 
of saints. 
Many times each y ear the 
priests of the district perform their 
pious duties in this simple chapel, 
not only in memory of St. Anthony 
himself, but as a tribute to the miner 
who, unaided and persevering, built 
the chapel as it stands to-day . 
The 
blocks of salt which he dug out have 
disappeared, but the life work of the 
• nameless laborer may last to the end 
of time.— Strand Magazine.

Sir Edwin Arnold has just com­ 
pleted a very important literary work, 
the translation from the Persian of 
^^Tlie Gulistan, or Garden of Roses," 
one of the greatest of the Persian 
classics. Its author, old Sheikh Sa’di, 
of Shraz, who is generally known as 
Muslih-uddin, was, from all ex isting 
records, one of the most interesting 
and remarkable men of all time. 
Born about 118 4 A. D., at the age of 
12 he was sent to pursue his studies at 
the celebrated medreseli of Bagdad, 
the Nizamiy y ah. Thirty y ears had 
passed before he felt that his educa­ 
tion was completed and he was pre­ 
pared to go forth to travel and teach 
throughout the world. 
He entered 
upon a long series of wanderings 
through Asia Minor, Barbary , Aby s­ 
sinia, Egy pt, S}Tia, Palestine, Ar­ 
menia, Aratna and India. And the 
adventures he encountered and the 
ex perience he gained stood liim in 
good stead when he came to write 
^^The Gulistan." In Delhi be learned 
Hindustani. He lived as a renowned 
shiekli and teacher at Damascus. At 
Baalbec, in Palestine, be delivered 
many addresses, some of which are 
still preserved. At Jemsalem a cru­ 
sader drove a spear blade through his 
shoulder. Rescued by a wealthy lord 
of xHeppo, who gave him liis daughter 
to wife, Sa’di again resumed his wan­ 
derings, and it was not uniil bis TOtli 
y ear that he came back to 
Shiraz, 
where he made his home in a little 
hermitage that stood in a charming 
o 
C 
garden outside the gates of tlie city . 
Here he wrote his famous works, and 
spenkthe day s in contemplation, after 
the manner of the eastern sages. He 
died at Shiraz in 129 2, at the age of 
110 y ear% leaving a name made im­ 
mortal by one masterpiece. 
^‘The 
Gulistan" is a prose work in eight 
chapters, interspersed with numerous 
verses and illustrated with clever tales 
and pointed anecdotes. 
Of Sa'di Sir 
Edwin xVrnold say s: “The sheikh was 
really the Morace and Marco Polo of 
the far east, combined into one rich 
and gracious nature. Ancient enough 
to carry witli him a fine flavor of the 
old world, he is as modern a!id as 
much for all time as the Roman poet 
himself or the American Emenon."

t ack s IN A BICYCI^ PATH. 


Ing enio us Dev ice by Which the Fo es o f 
Tires Were Remo v ed. 
For the first month after the new 
bicy cle cinder path * between Bing­ 
hamton, X. Y., and Union was opened 
the bicy cle dealers here did a rushing 
business in tires. 
The number of 
punctures ran into the hundreds, and 
the strange thin^ abor^Gi^ was^tbjt 
the new'^jath was siip|TuVed to be'a 
perfect riding ground, thousands of 
dollars having been ex pended by the 
county to make it the finest path in 
the state. It was noticed that almost 
all the punctures were caused on the 
first 200 y ards of the path, but an in­ 
spection of this section failed to re­ 
veal the cause of it. Riders became 
snperrtitious about it, and for nearly 
two weeks have been using the dusty 
roadway instead of the cinder path 
for the first quarter of a mile of the 
trip to Union. 
The my stery was re­ 
vealed in a peculiar way 
and 
the 
trouble removed by a remarkable con­ 
trivance, hastily invented by Frank 
J. Root, an amateur electrician and 
enthusiastic wheelman of this city . 
Ex -Alderman Brandt has been us­ 
ing the cinder path a great deal late- 
ly , getting in trim for a week’s trip 
through the Catskills. 
Before start­ 
ing on his tour he made a careful ex ­ 
amination of his wheel. In the front 
tire he found seven tiny tacks, so 
small that they could scarcely be seen. 
They hadn’t punctured the tire, hut 
the my stery of the many punctures 
along thg cijitdex 
revealed at 


once. * Mr. Brandt reported tiTe ¿Tat­ 
ter to W. II. Hecox , of the state side 
path commission, who immediately 
sent a squad of men armed with mag­ 
nify ing glasses to clear the path of 
tacks. 
The men worked one whole 
day and only collected nine tacks. 
They reported that it was utterly im­ 
possible to see the tacks, even with 
the glasses. They were so small and 
so much like the cinders in color that 
they could not be detected. A shoo 
factory at Lestersliire had furnished 
%/ 
the cinders for the first quarter of a 
mile of the path, and when the head 
of tlie factory was questioned about 
the matter, he admitted that there 
were probably thousands of the tacks 
in the cinders. The matter had never 
occurred to him before, he said, and 
he generously offered to share with 
the county the expense of lay ing fresh 
cinders. 
Apparently there was no other 
course to take, but in the emergency 
Mr. Root came forward and said he 
thought he could get every tack out 
of the path in one morning without 
removing a cinder. 
Commissioner 
Hecox was skeptical, but told Mr. 
Root to go ahead. 
Mr, Root made 
a framework of wood about three feet 
square, fitted it with rollers and a long 
handle, so that it could be operated 
like a carpet sweeper, and then placed 
six large and powerful magnets in it. 
The magnets were so arranged that 
they would almost scrape the ground 
when the machine was operated. 
With this simple contrivance ilr. 
Root started to work the dangerous 
end of the cinder path. He liadn't 
done ten y ards before his magnets 
were so covered with tacks that he 
liad to clean tliem off. Before he had 
finished the work he bad to scrape his 
magnets nearly 50 times, and when 
he was through he bad filled a quart 
can to overflowing with the wicked­ 
est looking lot of tacks and sharp- 
])ointed scraps of metal that 
ever 
decorated a cy cle path. As a precau­ 
tion ^ir. Hoot went over the path sev­ 
eral times, but got nothing after the 
first trip. 
There hasn't been a punc­ 
ture aleiig the cinder path since, and 
more grateful wbeelmen than those 
of J3roome county it would be hard to 
find.— X. Y. Sun.

HOW BULLETS ARE MADE. 


The Pro cess o f Mo lding and Sheathing 
Them at Wo o lwich. 
A writer in Leisure ] lours gives in 
an interesting article the process of 
making bullets at Woolwich. 
He 
say s: Yo u do not cast 
bullets in 
molds. You run the gleaming mol ten 
lead into a receiver a foot across and 
several feet high and, wdiile it is warm, 
bring down upon it by hy draulic pow­ 
er, a heavy stopper, wdth a small hole 
in it of the bullet’s diameter, through 
which, so great'is the pressure, the 
lead oozes forth in a steady squirt, 
forming a solid wire Avhicli y ou take 
away in coils and feed into machines 
that cut it up into short lengths and 
stamp these into bullets—so many 
y ards of lead rod going in at one side, 
so many thousand bullets dropping 
out below^ at a rate of a thousand or 
more a minute. 
For the bullet’s 
aickel sheath y on run a thick ingot 
through the rolling mill from roll to 
roll until it is as thin as paper, and 
from these long, narrow sheets y ou 
stamp out blanks as big as a 
six­ 
pence that after a 
long series o i 
punches and 
squeezes 
assume the 
needful conical shape.
